School Noise 


Bothersome 


A belated review of a conditional 
use permit relating to the allowable 
number of students in the school at 
Calvary Baptist Church appeared to 
be routine but the Planning 
Commission and the church ran into 
a mini-hornet’s nest of complaints at 
last week's meeting 

The complaints only indirectly 
concerned the technical agenda item 
but had much to say about noise 
levels and aesthetics. 

Three nearby residents said the 
topography of the property inten- 
sified voice levels. One said she had 
to close up her house and play her 
stereo to drown out the noise of 
children playing at recesses and 
during lunch periods. 

Another likened the land to the 
Hollywood Bowl in magnify- 
ing sound of both children and adult 
voices. Both claimed that the 
circumstances depreciated the value 
of their property. 

A third complaintant said she was 
a night worker-day sleeper and the 
noise kept her awake. She also 
objected to looking at the rear end of 
school buses parked on the church 
property. The condition of a fence 
was also criticized. 

Pastor R. W. Cunningham agreed 
to try and quiet students and adults 
during the four five minute recesses 
and the 15 minute lunch period. He 
said he would move the buses and 
would work with both the neighbors 
and the Planning Commission in 
accomplishing whatever was re- 
quested. 

Cunningham said the noise 
problem should improve when the 
school gets city clearance for a play- 
gound across the street. The church 
will file for a conditional use permit 
for that property in the near future. 

Although no additional students 
are requested for the school the 
matter was continued until city staff 
could do a study on noise levels.

‘No’ on 


Opposition to the proposed Chino 
Hills Airport added the voice of 
another governmental unit last week 
when the Board of Trustees of the 
Yorba Linda School District adopted 
a position ‘‘firmly opposed to the 
development” of that or any airport 
‘‘within five miles of the District 
boundaries.” 

The opposition is warranted, 
trustees said, ‘‘on the basis of 
increased hazard to student safety, 
adverse effects on instructional 
programs and an additional financial 
burden to the District.”’ 

In essence, the opposition is 
reaffirmation of a stand taken by the 
board two years ago when the issue 
was a live topic of the moment. 

The board outlined three principal 
reasons for its opposition. One was 
that for six hours every school day 


Airport 


the ‘‘safety of 2,500 students in this 
District would be in more jeopardy 
from an aircraft related hazard if 
construction of the Chino Hills 
airport is permitted.”’ 

The second reason was that 
airport builders might claim 
‘extenuating circumstances’’ and 
that possible runway re-alignment 
‘would place the school district area 
directly in takeoff or landing 
patterns, thus creating both an 
increased risk and educationally 
detrimental situation for new or 
established schools.”’ 

Thirdly, the board pointed out 
that accoustically treating class- 
rooms would be an ‘‘extreme 
financial burden.’’ Estimates are 
that it would cost in excess of $3.2 
million to treat 100 classrooms in the 
five schools. 


Impressive Progress on 
Capital Improvements 


Excellent progress towards an 
early December reporting date was 
revealed by chairmen of subcom- 
mittees of the Capital Improvements 
Committee in reports made at last 
week's adjourned meeting of the 
City Council. 

The studies to date so impressed 
the council members that they 
decided to operate as is and not to 
appoint an overall chairman of the 
committee. Councilman Irwin Fried 
recommended that the subcom- 
mittees be maintained for an 
indefinite period beyond the 
reporting date. 

Carl Boznanski spoke on Street 
Improvements noting that the six 
meetings had 100% attendance and 
over 70 hours spent studying 
problems. This included one field 


Church in 
Commercial 


Zone Nixed 


With some reluctance and hinting 
that a different approach might 
work, the Planning Commission has 
denied a requested zoning ordin- 
ance modification to allow a church 
in a commercial zone. 

The applicant was the Christian 
Science Church which wanted to 
locate in the Pomona First Federal 
Building at Lemon and Main. The 
church said it would be an interim 
use as it is the intent to ultimately 
dispose of the building for future 
commercial use. 

Another factor was that the 
church reading room is a commercial 
activity. It was this facet that the 
commission indicated the church 
might follow in another application. 

Staff ‘pointed out that there are 
two nearby churches having non- 
conforming uses, being located in 
commercial zones but added that it 
would be difficult to recommend this 
application which is in_ direct 
violation of commission and council 
policy. 

The church has the option of 
appealing the commiss‘o.: decision 
to the council.

trip to check out major street, 
intersection and street lighting 
problems and a second field trip to 
the city yard. 

The group probing Drainage 
Improvements has met every other 
week, according to Chairman Tallas 
Margrave. This subcommittee also 
toured problem areas. 

Already evident, it was reported, 
is the need for constructing 
downstream facilities. Also ap- 
parent is the need to increase 
drainage fees which are considered 
‘grossly too low.”’

Council to 


Meet With 
Group Dec. 13 


Differences between Yorba Linda 
City Council and members of the city 
Beautification Committee over the 
firing earlier this year of then 
assistant city planner Vince Bautista 
look like they are coming to a head. 

Specifically, Council voted Mon- 
day night to summon the committee 
to a special joing meeting Dec. 13 for 
the purpose of ‘‘establishing (the 
committee’s) role in city affairs and 
its relation to the city council,’’ as 
Councilman Irwin Fried’s motion 
put it. 

Councilman Anton “Doug” Groot 
agreed heartily, saying, ‘‘I think we 
ought to tell them to run their 
committee the way they ought to or 
else we'll get a new committee.’ 

Fried further directed staff to 
prepare memoranda and _ other 
materials relating to recent hearings 
on the Bautista firing as well as 
communication between committee 
chairman Bill Rogers and_ the 
district attorney's office regarding 
an alleged breach of the Brown Act 
in * connection with activity by 
committee members. 

“The public record indicates 
there has been a violation of the 
Brown Act,”’ Fried declared, stating 
further that the district attorney 
recommended the incident be dealt 
with ‘‘at the local level.’’ 


Moreover, the public record 
indicates a member of the 
committee offered inconsistant 


testimony while under oath with 
prior public statements, Fried 
charged. At the meeting he made a 
more serious allegation which he 
later said that upon reflection he no 

longer felt it applicable. 
Councilman Dale T. Chaput 
offered the only opposition to 
Fried’s proposal. ‘I don’t want any 
part of it,’ he said. ‘‘I think this 
smells of character assassination.”’

The meeting is set for the Yorba 
Linda District Library multi-purpose 
room, 7:30 p.m. 

Differences arose at the council 
meeting , also. over eastward 
extension of the El Cajon canal trail. 

Robert and Kathleen Huff, of 
19002 Buena Vista, through whose 
property the old water canal runs, 
are seeking to subdivide their land 
into four lots. 

Question of ownership of the 
canal, long uncertain, was due to be 
settled by requiring the Huffs to 
grant a right-of-way along the canal 
for contruction of a riding, hiking, 
and bicycling path. 

But the Huffs object. ‘‘I feel that 
you are stealing my land when you 
do this,’’ Mrs. Huff told the council. 

Councilmen in turn objected to the 
term ‘‘stealing,’’ with City Attorney 
Tom Clark pointing out that it was 
not unusual for the city to require 
developers to dedicate some portion 
of their land for recreational use, 
including trail rights-of-way. 

Desirability of the canal route as a 
trail site was also questioned, in 
view of the fact that at one point in 
the vicinity a siphon had carried 
water over a rise of ground. Chaput 
suggested however that the problem 
could be handled through grading. 

Councilman Whit Cromwell ob- 
jected to following the canal route, 
claiming that it would be safer to run 
the trai) down Grandview Avenue. 
(Chaput protested this, as did Ron 
McRoberts of the horse committee.) 

In view of vaguely threatened 
court action by local landowners, 
Cromwell further said, it might 
prove cheaper in the end to reroute 
the trail. 

Finally, as a compromise of sorts, 
Groot moved the Huffs be required 
to make an “‘irrevocable offer’’ to 
dedicate the canal to the city should 
the city so desire in return for 
approval of the tentative tract map 
for their subdivision. 

With Fried supporting the 
proposal as ‘‘a means of keeping our 
options open,’’ the motion passed 
4-1 over Cromwell’s opposition. 

(In a separate action, Council 
approved spending $3500 to prepare 
an environmental impact report for 
the remainder of the trail. County 
funds may be available to cover 
construction, City Planner Phil 
Paxton said.) 

Less controversial was a report by 


Chaput and Groot on a recent 
meeting with representatives from 
Brea City Council to explore the 
possibility of joint policing for the 
two communities. 

According to Chaput, Mayor 
Carol Weddle and Councilman Don 
Fox, the Brea representatives, felt 
any joint agreement should cover at 
least five to seven years. 

“Tl got the feeling they are not 
interested in continuing with the 
present contract basis,’’ added 
Groot. 

Although they expressed them- 
selves willing to look at any proposal 
Yorba Linda might make, Chaput 
said, the Breans mentioned 
particularly a similar agreement 
recently entered into between Irvine 
and Costa Mesa. City Manager 
Arthur Simonian said the city would 
obtain a copy of that agreement for 
study. 

In any event, both Chaput and 
Groot agreed, implementation of 
any joint-policing arrangement 
before 1978 now seems unlikely. 

In other business, the council-- 

*approved applying for $66,400 in 
county highway matching funds to 
help pay for extension of Fairmont 
Boulevard southward to Esperanza 
Road (total cost of the project is 
estimated at $132,800, of which the 
city will put of the other half; the 
project is proposed for the 1977-78 
fiscal year); 

*authorized a second payment of 
$11,643 for a traffic signal recently 
installed at the intersection of Yorba 
Linda and Kellog Drive (the city has 
already paid the contractor $9,320; 
total cost is $23,292); 

*approved expense of up to $4000 
to cover cost of a traffic circulation 
study for the area bounded by Yorba 
Linda Boulevard, Lakeview Avenue, 
Buena Vista Avenue, and Richfield 
Road (the study, requested by the 
planning commission, was prompt- 
ed by two small, pending 
subdevelopments in the locale; 
Chaput fought the measure, saying 
‘‘I can’t see spending that kind of 
money on 12 homes’’--but lost in a 
4-1 vote); 

*passed unanimously on second 
reading an ordinance permanently 
placing planned-community (PC) 
zoning on the Dominguez Ranch, 
annexed earlier this year; and 

*enacted an ordinance establish- 
ing a 40-mph speed limit on Kellogg 
Drive between Yorba _ Linda 
Boulevard and Imperial Highway.

Resident Appalled 


Dear Editor: 

I was present last Monday 
evening when the City Council had 
its hearing concerning the disposi- 
tion of the Vincent Bautista case. Up 
until that time, the results of the 
hearing concerning Vincent Bautista 
had been kept closed to the public at 
his request. 

However, they had been available 
to the City Council for at least 2 
weeks prior to this meeting so they 
would have the necessary informa- 
tion to enable enlightened decision 
making. 

It was appalling for me - as a 
member of the audience - to hear one 
ofthe Councilmen proclaim that he 
didn’t have the time to read the 
Hearing Document. Further, it was 
interesting to note that he voted in 
opposition to all the other 
Councilmen who had read the 
document. 

It ts difficult for me to understand 
why he did not abstain from voting if 
he had not read the document - or 
perhaps he was unduly influenced 
by certain members of the politically 
controversial Beautification Com- 
mittee and their friends who were 
present in the audience to support 
Vincent Bautista.

Political, Real Estate Signs Woes 


One of the Planning Commis- 
sion’s favorite subjects...signs... 
was discussed at last week’s 
meeting with action taken on oné 
aspect and nothing done on another. 

City Council, reacting to interest 
shown by groups and _ indiv- 
iduals, expressed concern over 
political signs and real estate signs 
and sent the problem to the 
commission. 

Staff said that enforcement of 
removal of political signs following 
elections, supposedly 10 days after, 
and real estate ‘‘for sale’ signs left 
up after sales have been made has 
been difficult as presently written 
and because of staff limitations. 

Members of the real estate

with the ordinance. 

Shandrew, who is also president 
of the Rolling View Homeowner’s 
Association, protested the prolif- 
eration of the signs on behalf of his 
group. 

After considerable discussion the 
commission voted unanimously to 
provide for removal of for sale signs 
upon the signing of a legally binding 
agreement for purchase or sale. 

Ross and Frankeny also spoke on 
the political signs problem.

Planning Director 
Phil Paxton explained the problem 
in detail. 

After all the talking the vote was 
split 2-2 on changing the ordinance 
so it was left as is.

furnish a high level of service at a 
minimum of cost. 

This committee is taking a two 
pronged approach, looking at 
today’s needs and those in the 
future. It is estimated that 
immediate needs are for an 
additional 450-400 square feet of 
office space to ‘‘relieve really tough 
working conditions.”’ 

Lynch advanced the suggestion 
that another trailer be leased and 
placed in the vicinity of City Hall. 

Ann Flatten reported for the 
subcommittee studying Parks Ac- 
quisition. She said organizations 
had been contacted to determine 
what facilities they are now using, 
their future needs and supportive 
funding. 

The chairman said that tentative 
conclusions are that developers of 
R-3 (multiple) dwellings be required 
to donate more land for park space, 
that the city develop the Little 
League site and negotiate a lease 
with the county to develop the north 
end of Nixon Regional Park. 

This group  has_ contacted 
legislators regarding the availability 
of federal and state funds for parks. 

Five meetings have been held by 
the Trail Improvements Subcom- 
mittee.

In Lieu Park 
Fees to Go Up 


It could cost developers more 
money for in lieu fees for park and 
recreational facilities as a result of a 
Planning Commission recommenda- 
tion to the City Council. 

Council approval of the recom- 
mendation appears certain as that 
governmental body has done a 
recent survey on the matter and 
found fees charged by other cities to 
be in excess of local ones. 

Staff recommended and_ the 
commission approved increasing 
fees from $200 to $450 per single 
family unit and from $100 to $335 per 
multiple family unit. 

The $450 fee allows for a 
reasonable amount of inflation and 
the $335 fee is based upon both the 
prevailing county average and the 


generally lower population per 
household for multiple family 
homes.
